The newly made grave just bedecked 
cn the hillside and yon fresh mound 
are sad rev inders tuat wi.h each re- 
currence of this annual fesiival the 
ranks of the participants in the civil 
strife of a quarter of a century ago are 
belong thinued, and the time short 
when a common end will befall all of 
them. Yet there is comfort and grati- 
tication that these brave boysin front 
of‘as are still preserved to their coun- 
try, families and friends, and that tbe 
gallant little Phi is ones more riding 
rapidly througu the Dark Valley and 
not twenty miles from victory. When 
the Griw Destroyer finally takes him 
aud the other veterans let us hope 
that the heavenly Raphael wil. picture 
the group more beautiful than the at- 
mo-pherical phenomena so lately Wil- 
ness-d of the moon encircled by a 
rainbow. The wailing music, the 
solemn tread, the decoration of these 
uraves foster not hate to-day, but in- 
dicate the fearful cost at which liberty 
was maintained and this Uuion pre- 
‘served. Let every civilian esteem it a 
pleasure io encourage a generous Gov- 
ernment to provide bountifully for all 
who imperiled thei: lives for love of 
country, and for their widows and or- 
phans. Let uugrudging honor als 
be paid to-day to the soldiers and sail- 
ors who perished on land or ea for 
the preservation of their country. 

The usual services of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, patriotic 
songs, rendered by Miss Quaiffe, 
Miss Belle Harris, Mrs Thoma and 
Messrs Fassett aud Philips, and a 

rayer by the Post Chaplain fol- 
owed, and then the Orator of the 
Day, Prof. Leroy D. Brown, Presi- 
dent of the University, was intro- 
duced an‘ spoke as follows: 
THE ORATION, 

The pages of history furnish no 

subject of greater interest than the 
rise and progress of the American 
Republic. The discovery of the 
western continent was itself an 
event of the supremest impoitance 
to mankind. It gave the buman 
race new opportunites. Europe 
wasespeciaily affected by ths voy- 
ages of Columbus. From Spain to 
Denmark streams of emigration 
set in toward the New World. The 
vontrolling motive of American 
wolonists was love of liberty and in 
the fulness of time “Our fathérs 
brought forth upou this continent a 
uew nation.“ Then followed Sara- 
atuga, Yorktown and the peace of 
Versailles. 
Due berofe deeds of the revolu- 
tion were succeeded by the rich 
bloom of prosp-rity under the ad- 
mitistration ot Washington, Adams 
and Jefferson. With Jackson's 
victory at New Orleans and Scott's 
campaign in Mexivo, the stars aud 
stripes floated in peace from ocean 
to ocean. | 

But aristocracy is a plant of hardy 
growth and iu the institution of 
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men, South and North. And when 
in toe 2 of manklud have 
tuch men failed to improve their 
opportunity? Tue leader of these 
iu the mouth became the Pres- 
ident of the Southern Con- 
federacy. Educated by the National 
Government at West Point, au 
officer of the regular army who 
saw hard service against the In- 
dians, a son-in-law to oe of our 
Presidents of the United States, a 
Colonel in the Mexicau war, 
wounded at Buena Vista, a member 
of the National House of Repre- 
sentatives, a Senator of the United 
States and a Cabinet officer, he sold 
his birthright for a mess of pottage 
by becoming the leader of a forever 
lost. cause, and his name will go 
down in history as that of a man of 
genius whose ship war driveu by 
the storms of ambition to perish 
upon the shoals of state rights—a 
ductrine, which fortunately for us 
and our children, was finally set- 
tied and settled aright by the Civil 
war. 

Nor was the North without its 
examples of fanaticism. Not one 
of the learned professions was lack- 
jug in those that alvocated the 
wildest schemes for the emancipa- 
tion of slaves. All of these threat- 
ened disunion, but when the shock 
of war came none cf them exvept a 
few ere at camp and au arwy

of suilers ang camp-fullowers ever 
heard the roat of Gannon or the rat - 
tie of musketry. Silent men like 
Grant aud Themas-and Piil sheri- 
dau—God bless him to-day—by the 
sure law of the survival of the fit- 
test in times of trial and danger 
took command ef the armies of the 
Union and led them to the final 
victory at Appomatfox. And what 
a de-perate struggie it was! It wus 
not Americans against Indians, or 
Mexic us or even the British. It 
was Americans against Americans 
and although the North was super- 
lor in numbers, tus was mere than 
matched by thedefensive systew of 
warfare which the South were en- 
abled to employ. Our foes were 
brave, proud and determined audit 
is therefore the greater to the credit 
of the boys iu blue that they finally 
triumphed, 

But this triumph did not come 
to us without au appalling loss f 
life and treasure. From Gettys- 
burg to El Paso, from Saint Augus- 
tine to Kansas, the ashes of thou- 
sands and tens of thousands lie 
who died for the Union. In every 
cemetery in all this great country 
are the bodies of our comrade-, 
who, on a hundred battle fields 
fought under that oid and dearest ot 
flag. Peace and honor to the 
memories of them all is the utter- 
ance of every loyal heart to-day. 
As we strew their graves with 
flowers we drop the tears of aflac- 
tion for them, and we pledge our- 
selves to care for the solidier’s 
widow and the soldier's orphan that 
no harm shall come to them while 
we live and while we are able to 
work for bresd. Likewise we 
again lay our right bands and the 
riuht hands of our children, lise 
Hannibal of Carthage, upon the al- 
tars of our country to swear undy- 
ing fllelity to this Union and th- 
noble cause of human liberty, with 
the hope that when we bave joined 
our comrates ho fell at shiloh, 
and Antietam, and Gettysburg, 
and GWhivrkamauyza, and Atlanta 
and Peiersburg, there will be those 
1% follow us who will hind down to 
all the generations to come the free 
government be queatiied to us by 
our forefathers and preserved by 
the soldiers of the Grand Army of 
the Republic.

Our English cousins have crude 
ideas of American trotting meth- 
ods. The following is an extract 
from one of the leading English 
newspapers: 

“It is not surprising that the 
American Humane Society should 
vigorously protest against the use 
of what is called on the other side 
of the Atlantic the ‘overcheck’ fur 
horses. Beyond any doubt it is a 
cruel practice, and one that has 
neither utility nor beauty to ree- 
ommend it. All the same it has 
become the fashion to put. this 
contrivance, which makes the ani- 
mals in question hold their heads 
high in the air, on the great ma- 
jority of horses. It is to be seen, 
in fact, every where, ‘from the Pres- 
ident’s bays to the coster-monger’s 
donkey, as an American contem- 
porary declares, Evidently even 
the heavy draught-horses do not 
escape this kind of torture, which 
appears to be greater than that in- 
flicted by the old tightly-drawn 
bearing rein that was ounce com- 
monly used for carriage-horses in 
this country, but is now, we be- 
lieve, slowly disappearing. No 
doubt, a horse which carries his 
head well is preferable to one 
whicl. carries it after the manner 
of acow, but any attempt to im- 
prove upon nature in that respect 
can be made only at the expense 
of the comfort of an animal which 
is not merely for show but for 
work. The ‘overcheck’ contrivance 
was first brought into use. it seems, 
by one Kimball Jackson, in order 
to carry out the theory of a person 
named Hiram Woodruff, who 
maintained that a herse could at- 
tain to a higher rate of speed with 
his head forced up to an unnat- 
ural height, because the animal 
could then breathe more easily, 
We are told that ‘quite a number’ 
—whatever that may signify—of 
owners of horses at once accepted 
this absurd proposition and so the 
craze for the‘overcheck’ has spread 
throughout the United States, and 
unfortunate brutes with their 
heads carried at an angle as well 
as a height which the tightest bear- 
ing rein could not produce are 
doomed to suffer till the Ameri- 
can Humane Society succeeds in 
its generous efforts to relieve 
them.” 7 

Shades of the immortal! “One 
Kimball Jackson,” aud “a person 
named Hiram Woodruff!” It is 
well-known among trotting horse- 
men on this side that the overdraw 
check was first used on Kimball 
Jackson to prevent him from get- 
ting his head down and bolting. 
Without the check Kimball Jack- 
son would never have made a rep- 
utation as a trotting horse. This 
ingenious cotrivance is universally 
used by trotting horse trainers, 
not always as a necessity, but as 
precautionary measure. The 
strongest evidence of the value of 
the overdraw check is the fact that 
our fastest trotters and pacers, 
from Maud S. to Johnston, wore 
them when they made their top 
records. It has been argued by 
the opponents of the check rein 
that it is a cruel appliance, yet the 
facts are against this theory, as the 
great harness horses that wore 
them in making their best records 
did so cheerfully and with no evi- 
dences of pain or even discomfort. 

The trotting-horse trainer, as a 
rule, isa student of equine loco- 
motion, and if the check-rein is 
really a detriment to a horse’s 
speed or comfort, it would have 
gone the way of other appliances 
that experience has taught to be 
useless. A horse can be checked 
cruelly; so can he be bitted or 
girthed cruelly; therefore, a hu- 
mane society is equally justified in 
protesting against any other por- 
tion of the harness of the horse. 

Our English contemporary is 
weighing incompetent evidence. 
We suggest that.a crusade against 
the use of the martingale would 
be a great deal more in his line.— 
N. Y. Spirit of the Times. 
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The Cattle Syndicate. 
It is not to be disputed that one 
of the most mischievous of exist- 
ing monopolies is that by which 
the cattle markets of the country 


are regulated and controlled. Un- 
der the influence of this grasping 


aud powerful combmation the 
cattle industry has been practi- 
cally destroyed except as it serves 
to enrich a few persons.and firms 
at the expense of both producers 
and consumers, The farmers who 
attempt to raise stock for beef 
purposes are compelled to abandon 


| he reaches the market. The rates 


do not depend upon any fixed and| 
honest system of commercial logic, 
but upon the “ipse dixit” of a ring: 
of »pecalators who have obta | 
a species of power that amounts 
to a practical tyranny. In a cer- 
sense, these monopolists daily con- 
fiscate the property of other peo- 
ple; and the victims have no means 
of defense or redress, The esti- 
mate that the value of each steer 
of three years old and upward 
raised west of the Mississippi river 
during the past five vears has been 
reduced at least ten dollars by this 
combination is unquestionably 
within the truth. Generally speak- 
ing, the prices are 50 per cent less 
than they were when the cattle 
syndicate began its nefarious oper- 
ations. And yet the supply of | 
cattle is much smaller now than it 
was then, and the consumption of 
beef isa great deal larger. The 
prices of beef to the consumers 
have gone up meanwhile, year after 
year, and are now higher than they 
have ever been before in all our 
history. Thus the knife of the 
monopolists cuts both ways. It 
forces the producer to take a beg- 
garly price for his cattle on the | 
one hand, and on the other it 

forces the consumer to pay an ex- 

orbitant price for his beef, the 
whole profit being pocketed by the 
select circle of conspirators who 
have the market absolutely at their | 
mercy. Perhaps there is no pres- 
ent way to break up this oppress- | 
ive ring, and secure to the stock- | 
raisers a decent share of the value 
of their products; but if there is 
not, then some effective method of 
bringing about such a consumma- 
tion should be invented. It is a 
reproach to our laws and to our 
be asted protection of the interests 
of the masses that such a monep- 
oly is possible and that the people 
are obliged to pay tribute to it in 
such a costly and helpless fashion. 
Millions upon millions of dollars 
which legitimately belong to the 
farmers of the West are being 
annually filched from them for the 
benefit of a class of men who 
thrive by the violation of the plain- 
est ‘principles of business, justice, 
fairness, aud integrity; and it is to 
be hoped that some statesman will 
be able to devise a remedy where 
the wrong is so distinct and so 
flayrant.—St. Louis Globe-Deme- 
crat. 


A Horse Tax of the Last Cen- 
tury. 


London Times.] 

The proposal of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer to put a tax of £1 
per head on pleasure horses is, it 
may be interesting to know, the 
renewal of a scheme recommended 
by a famous writer a century ago. 
In his “Rural Economy of the west 
of England” (Vol. II. p. 220,) Mar- 
shal, in 1794, strongly recom- 
mended a tax of a guineaa year 
on all horses. He said: “In these 
days of famine and taxation what 
political blindness must that be | 
which suffers the produce of the 
country to be consumed by ani- 
mals that make no return to the 
magazine of human food, nor make 
any adequate recompense to the 
community for the expense they 
are hourly creating—animals that 
are preying on the sustenance 
wheh is wanted to suppress the 
cravings of the species, animals for 
whose support the country may be 
said to be now paying sums incal- 
cu'able. And surely they ought 
to be made accountable for an 
adequate part of the debt they are 
lavishly ineurring. A tax of one 
guinea a year (on every horse, 
whether used in husbandry or 
otherwise) for the first three years, 
with an additional tax of one 
guinea a year every third year, so | 
long as sound policy shall see right, 
(thus allowing time for the rearing 
of cattle,). will raise an immense 
revenue, will lessen: essentially the 
consumption of grain, and throw 
into the markets an abundant in- 
crease of animal food.” ~
